No more clever nor dangerous a bit of sales-talk for 
nationalizing industry has yet been advanced than the 
proposals he makes for dealing with labor troubles. 
I he basis of his plan is simple, and at first glance 
plausible. Just treat all industries as railroads are treated, 
he says, and labor problems will be solved. 
I he danger to free enterprise lies in the fact that 
railroads, being in effect public utilities, were to all intents 
and purposes nationalized long ago. 
Public money went into the building of most of the 
larger railroad systems; public power limits and regulates 
competition; public credit supports the railroads when 
they become financially involved; public agencies decide 
on rates which are intended to assure fixed levels of profits. 
lf I ruman’8 false reasoning were to be accepted, and 
other industries to be nationalized to the extent that rail­ 
roads already are, we would go farther in one step to- 


SCRIBES yvarc^s National Socialism than the British Labor Party 
hopes to go in ten years. 
I ruman’s message ignores many basic issues. 
Does labor have an unlimited “right” to strike, re­ 
gardless of consequences to public interest and national 
economy? He does not say. I le would limit strikes by 
public opinion in a fashion which has alarmed radical 
abor leadership. But he offers neither the public nor 
management anything more tangible in preventing strikes 
than another no-strike pledge from the unions. 
lf public opinion could prevent strikes, the present 
epidemic would not exist. 
What does public opinion count with labor radicals 
who are grasping for power to run the government and 
to take over private industry? 
What did public opinion amount to with Petrillo? 
I he whole nation, up to and including the late President 
(Roosevelt, protested his scheme of raking in a
